This Contract is entered into in duplicate, effective the 
lst day of January, 1992, between the CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, 
acting by and through its Mayor and members of the Board of Public 
Safety ("City") and ZOLLNER COMPANY LIMITED PARTNERSHIP, an Indiana 
corporation, having its principal place of business in Adams 
Township, Allen County, Indiana ("Zollner"). 

WHEREAS, Zollner is the owner of certain 
improvements upon real estate near, but outside the corporate 
limits, of the City of Fort Wayne, the common address for which is 
2425 Coliseum Boulevard South, Fort Wayne, Indiana 46803, 
intending to include in the fire protection coverage provided by 
this Contract, all improvements existing on or at said location 
during the continuation of this Contract (the "Premises"), and 

WHEREAS, Zollner desires to be assured that fire 
protection by the City is available to the Premises. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. TERM. For a continuous period of three (3) years, 

commencing January 1, 1992, and terminating December 31, 

1994, upon the receipt by the City's Fire Department of 

a notification or signal that there is a fire on the
